HEAR AMAZING TALE. 


OF POLIGE HOUNDING 


Man Sent to Sing Sing. for 20 
Years Declares His Innocence 
to Board of Parole. 


TWO DETECTIVES BLAMED 


New Witnesses Deny His Guilt— 
District Attorney Waives Ten 
Years of Sentence. 


- Alfred Schwitofsky's efforts, continued 
through five years, or more,- to con- 
vince persons of influence that he is a 
victim of police persecution, resulted yes- 
terday in a hearing'in the rooms of 
the New York County Lawyers’ Associa- 
tion, 165 Broadway, before the State 
Board of Parole. 

Samuel Untermyer and Assemblyman 
Mark Bisner appeared for Schwitofsky, 
who is serving a twenty-year - sentence 
in Sing Sing for burglary and felonious 
assault. 

The Board of Parole is not a court 
and has no power to Swear or subpoena 
witnesses. -Its function in this case is 
to hear withesses who were not heard at 
Schwitofsky’s tria) three years ago, and 
give an opinion of the prisoner’s guilt 
to Gov. Glynn for‘ decision on executive 
action. Members of the board are Supt. 
of Prisons John.B. Riley, ex-State Sena- 
tor William Townsend of Utica, and 
Henry J. McCann of Albany. 

Yesterday's hearing was brought 
about’ by Rabbi Jacob Goldstein, chap- 
lain of Sing Sing and Tombs Prisons; 
O..F. Lewis, Secretary. of the Prison 
Society of New York; Frank Marshall 
White, the writer; Mr. Untermyer, and 
Assemblyman Eisner. ~The first three 
were convinced by Schwitofsky of his 
innocence, and they interested the two 
lawyers. 

The most effective incident in Schwit- 
ofsky’s interest yesterday was the 
admission of Assistant District Attor- 
ney James A. Delehanty, who repre- 
sented the State, that the District At- 
tormney had -.become _convinced by 
recently discovered evidence that 
Schwitofsky was not guilty of feloni- 
ous assault, upon which. charge ten 
years of his twenty-year sentence was 
based. The District Attorney was will- 
ing, Mr. Delehanty said, to recommend 
to the Governor that this ten-year sen- 
tence be revoked by a parole or pardon. 

Story of His Life. 

Schwitofsky was a witness yesterday 
afterooon. With tears in his eyes now 
and then he told the story of his life. 

Schwitofsky began with the time when 
he was 2 years old. Today he is 37. 
Passing rapidly over his birth in Amer- 
ica. and return to Austria at the age of 
2, he came to his arrival in America 
in 1899°*and ‘his falling’ heir to ‘$25,400 
from ‘his grandfather’s estate the next 
year. He told how he had lost nearly 
all of it in a mining investment. He had 
also invested money belonging to his 
sister, he said; but/had withdrawn this 
as° soon as: the -investnient appeared 
shaky. .She had: lost nothing, he said. 

With less than $3,000 left he married a 
girl.from. Austria in 1903. He opened 
a cigar store in-.New York, but lost most 
of what he had left in ,that: venture: 
Then friends..advised .him.to “ play the 
races,’’ and he. did so disastrously. He 
soon found himself without a cent, he 
said, and harasséd° by ‘Creditors. 

At this time, ‘according to his story, 
two of: his creditors ‘told. him they could 
get a job for hirh as house manager in 
the home of a wealthy man of Glenside, 
Penns, and that he could steal enough 
from his employer to pay his debts, He 
took the position, he said, simply to 
earn a living and with no intention of 
stealing. He worked for three. weeks 
and. then became.ill. He was sick for a 
week, during which time a physician 
summoned by his employer treated him. 
At the end of his illness, his employer 
told him that his health would not per- 


‘mit his continuing his work and that he 


would have to pay the expenses of his 
illness. 


It. was on Thanksgiving Day, 1903, 
Schwitofsky said, that he was thus dis- 
missed. During the three weeks of his 

emptor ment the two. men who had ad- 
vised him to steal, he said, came to him 
as often as twice a week and repeated 
their advice, but he had rejected it. 
When he was dismissed in poor health, 
however, with his wife also ill, he stole 
jewelry worth more than $20, 006 from his 
employer’s home. 


Confesses to Wite. 


He came to New York, he said, and 
told his wife what he Had done. She 
left her sick bed and: attempted to re- 
cover the jewelry, part of which had 
been turned over by Schwitofsky to his 
two creditors, the remainder having 
been pawned, but she failed in her ef- 
forts. ‘She wanted to.restore the jew- 
elry to its owner, Schwitofsky said. 

Schwitotsky was caught through the 
treachery of a friend in whose home he 
was hiding, he said, and was tried and 
sentenced to serve five years in Phila- 
delphia. His wife-died while-he was in 
prison, leaving him a son, who was

TO DENY IMMUNITY 





CLAIMED BY MELLEN 


Department of Justice Deems 
New Haven’s Ex-President 
Still Open to Prosecution. 


/

“WASHINGTON, June 8.—It became 
known today on good authority that the 
Department of Justice ‘had definitely 
decided that Charles 8. Mellen, ex-Presi- 
dent of the New Haven system, did not 
achieve immunity for himself by his re- 
cent testimony ‘before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. This decision 
is definitely understood to apply not 
only to the indictment now pending 
against Mr. Mellen in New York because 
of his alleged part in the Grand Trunk 
transactions* but .also to the broader 
dealings of the New Haven, ’ 

Mr. Mellen’s personal counsel, Mr. 
Crim, has served notice on the depart- 
ment that in regard to the pending in- 
dictment no case was left against his 
client. He based this largely on the 
ground of immunity involved in Mr. Mel- 
len’s sworn testimony under subpoenae 
from the commission. While this point 
cannot be stated as positively as what 
goes ‘before, it is understocd that Mr. 
Mellen feels that his immunity. is. gen- 
eral. His opening statement to Com- 
missioner McChord has been taken to 
indicate plainly his optimism in that re- 
gard. 

The Department of Justice is under- 
stood to feel that the Grand Trunk mat- 
ter was entirely. outside the Senate reso- 
lution of inquiry out of which the com- 
mission’s investigation grew. If that 
contention should be sustained, it would 
put Mr. Mellen’s testimony on that phase 
of his regord altogether outside im- 
munity. It would be practically in the 
category of volunteered testimony, 
though it came in the form of. questions 
duly put by the Commissioners. 

As to the general transactions of ‘the 
New Haven, the department seems to 
take. the position that. Mr. Melien’s 
testimony, far-reaching as it was, was 
not wide enough to cover everything. 
This means that the department is con- 
sidering certain things about which Mr, 
Mellen. did not testify. Witnesses sub- 
sequent to Mr. Mellen assailed certain 
portions of his testimony as incorrect. 
This discrepancy may influence the de- 
partment in its decision regarding fu- 
ture policies. 

‘What subsequent witnesses peiticn- 
latly questioned in Mr. Mellen’s. testi- 
mony was his assumption of the role 
of a martyr to protect the declining 
years of the late: J. Pierpont Morgan 
from the worry of an indictment.. If the 
department ‘should take the view that 
these witnesses came nearer the essen- 
tial. truth than Mr. Mellen, they might 
proceed against him in the hope of sus- 
ao the testimony of men who de- 
nied e accuracy of Mr. Mellen’s ac- 
Raeae 

Joseph W.. Folk, chief counsel. for the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, will 
go to New York tomorrow to inspect the 
work of examiners looking. over the 
books of J. P. Morgan & Co. and per- 
sonal papers of the late J. :P. Morgan 
relating to the New Haven financial 
transactions.

BILL T0 KEEP BRYAN 
OFF LECTURE STAGE 


Two Years in Prison or $10,000 
Fine for Cabinet Members Who 
Accept Pay for Speeches.

WASHINGTON, June 8.—Lecturing on 
the Chautauqua cjrcuit by Cabinet or 
other high officials of the Government 
would ‘become an offense punishable by 
a fine of $10,000 or imprisonment for two 
years should Congress accept a bill in- 
troduced today by Representative Fred 
A...Britten .of.

PROF. EHRLICH IN LIBEL SUIT 


Denies Newspaper Man’s Charge 
That Salvarsan Is Dangerous.

BERLIN, June 8.—Prof. Ehrlich was 
in the witness box at Frankfort-on-the 
Main to-day in a trial for libel against 
a local néwspaper man, who alleged that 
the discoverer and manufacturers ‘of 
salvarsan had _ resorted to illicite meth- 
ods to popularize the famous cure.

He also admitted treety that in 
some cases paralysis had occurred after 
the administration of salvarsan. He 
had also heard of a patient in Prague 
who had exhibited “aisturbances of the 
nervous system. 

In consequence, he haa asked nw 
ous doctors who were employing al 
varsan if they had observed any such 
results. None of them had, so Prof. 
Bhrlich conciuded that the Prague case 
was due.to faulty treatment.

CO-OPERATE ON TRUSTBILLS 


Senate’ Committees Alm to Work 
Together — Clayton Bill May 
Be Reported This Week. 


Spectat to The New York Ttmes. 
WASHINGTON, June 8—There was 
evidence today that an attempt would 
be made to adjust the relations of the 


Committee on Interstate Commerce so 
that they might co-operate in a pro- 
gramme for anti-trust legislation other 
than the Federal Trade Commission bill, 
which has ajready been reported to the 
Senate.

MORTALITY RATE LOWER. 


1,291 Deaths Reported for Week— 
Fewer Infants Succumb. 


There were 1,291 deaths and a death 
rate of 12.06 per 1,000 of the population 
reported by the Department of Health 
for the past. week, as against 1,447 
deaths and a rate of 14.05 during the 
corresponding week of 1913, an absolute 
decrease of 156 deaths and of 1.99 points 
in the\ weekly rate, which is equivalent 
to a relative deerease of 218 deaths. 

Viewed from the point of age group- 
ing, there was a large decrease in the 
mortality among infants under one year, 
there being 91 less deaths reported at 
this age. The only age group that 
showed an increased mortality was that 
of over 65 years of age, there being 39 
mote deaths reperted. 

The death. rate for the first twenty- 
three weeks of 1914 was 15.15 per thou- 
sand of the population, a decrease of .21 
of a point compared with the corre- 
sponding period of 1918.

BRITISH FEMALE RIOTERS. 
The ineptitudé and cowardice of the 
British Government in dealing with

FAILURE OF NEW HARMONY. 

In his speech atthe centennial cele- 
bration of the founding of New Har- 
mony, Ind., ex-President Tar? said 
yesterday that the Rappites, whom he 
classed with the Shakers, the Zoarites, 
and converts of the Oneida Com- 
munity, were not trying to reform 
society like the Soelalists,- but they 
substituted for the-institution’ of pri- 
vate property.a religious motive which 
was a spur to industry and self- 
sacrifice. When the disciples of 
Rapp sold out to RoBeRT OwkEn and 
his partners in 1825,.a real socialistic 
community was founded which lacked 
both the religious spur and the in- 
centives found in competition for 
private ownership of property.. The 
moral purpose of the men and women 
who settled there, and in similar com- 
munities at Yellow Springs, Ohio; at 
Nashoba, near Memphis; at Haver- 
straw and Coxsackie, N. Y., and in 
the Kendal Community at. Canton 
Ohio, did not suffice to prevent suc- 
cessive failures. 

The Fourieristic ‘‘ Phalanxes,’’ com- 
munities intended to harmonize capi- 
tal and labor and to make work a 
pleasure, of which the Brook -Farm 
was one of the earliest instances, 
have followed the Rappite and Owenite 
experiments to a breakdown. They 
failed to take account of the seifish 
traits of human nature, or sought in 
vain to reform them or to gloss them 
over. The value of Mr. Tart’s ex- 


experiments consists in its.warning 
to future enthusiasts. Usually new 
socialistic. communities are founded 
by leaders who are reckless or know 
little of previous attempts. 








THE INDIVIDUAL AT VERA CRUZ. 

Nothing is more striking in Ad- 
miral FLETCHER’s story of the gal- 
lantry of his men at Vera Cruz than 
the evidence, sticking out.all over it, 
that there was nothing of the stolid 
bravery of the mere fighting machine 
about them. Theirs was an-intelli- 
gent bravery, a bravery of brains and 
of: individual initiative. The soldierly 
and mechanical precision with which 
they: did their work should impress 
Europeans who think the fault of our 
fighting men is that very individual- 
ity. Prussians could not have done 
the job-in a more clocklike manner; 
but wherever there was room or need 
for the display of individual force, it 
flamed out in an instant. The man 
behind the gun was not a machine, 
but a thinking’ man. 

Fireman J: G. Smirx of’*the Utah 
finds that the mount for the machine 
gun he is using is suitable for use 
in the streets, and that the fire is 
wasted. He places the gun at his 
shoulder and uses it as a rifle, there- 
by showing his astonished superiors 
a new possibility. in warfare; for, says 
his commander, “‘ This has never be- 
fore been done to my. knowledge.” 
GEORGE E. Bent, Boatswain’s Mate, 
and W. E. ST&vENg, seaman, of the 
New Jersey, find that the recoil mech- 
anism of their gun does not work 
and-the gun fails to return after 
being fired. ‘They turn themselves 
into a recoil mechanism by holding 
the carriage with their hands and 
making a brake of it when the gun 
is fired—a task calling for wonderful 
strength and steadiness. 

Volunteers are called for to enter 
an alleyway filled with Mexicans and 
clear them out.  Boatswain’s Mate 
P, A. DecKER of the Florida follows 
the volunteers and waits outside the 
alley, figuring that when it is cleared 
something may happen that is not 
Sure enough, when 
everything seems all right an undis- 
covered Mexican rises from behind a 
box with weapon leveled to kill the 
unsuspecting officer in charge. The 
watching Decker shoots him dead 
and saves the officer. G. E. Ban- 
CROFT, seaman of the New Hamp- 
shire, carries a wounded man to 
safety under fire; he reaches a house, 
from which a new fire is suddenly 
opened on him. BANcROFT calls for 
help, and while it is coming he en- 
gages the house himself single-hand- 
ed, firing upon it until he checks the 
fire, and so holding the position until 
the wounded man can be removed. 
The report is fairly studded with in- 
stances in which, without orders, men 
rushed into the line of fire’ with 
stretchers to rescue some wounded 
soldier or sailor. Everywhere in 
Vera Cruz, at the same moment, the 
enlisted man was displaying not mere- 
ly his courage, but his fnitiative, his 
prompt. decision, -and his common 
sense. Americans have no monopoly 
of bravery; the common soldier who

common to all nations. The common

Germany is now following the Brit- 
ish transition from an agricultural to 
an industrial. nation, just as.we are 
following Germany. The present posi- 
tion of those two nations soon will be 
our own, and the time is hardly far 
distant when we, too, shall be envying 
Germany its organization for the 
struggle. German maritime trade, re- 
marks Sir Owen, is centred in seven 
big linés, whereas British trade is 
scattered among 300 lines, with no 
unity of action. 

German unity is no accident. It is 
the result.of the Government’s foster- 
ing care, under the inspiration of the 
Kaiser, “the greatest commercial di- 
rector in. the world.” British compa- 
nies, on the contrary, are left to their 
own devices. There are combinations 
among them, without Government re- 


s| pression, but without Government as- 


sistance. The American way is to 
make shipping artificially costly and to 
pass laws compelling the costs to be 
paid. While American opinion is in 
this state Germany and England are 
dividing world trade between them, 
the better organizer of victory get- 
ting the spoils. That our way.is profit- 
able for the politicians there can be 
no doubt, but the condition of the 
American merchant marine under this 
policy speaks for itself.

While the road on 
which commuters do 
with théir daily traveling is 
always the favorite 

Commuters. object of their deep, 
fierce growls and their short, sharp 
barks, they do once in a while turn on 
each other and give vehement expres- 
sion. to grievances for which ‘‘ the com- 
pany ”’ is not to blame. 

Bach of them, for instance, resents, 
and quite as bitterly as if himself guilt- 
less—which he never is—the desire of 
every fellow-commuter to get and keep 
a-whole seat to himself if he can,’ and 
then there is always the open window 
that refreshes the man beside it and en- 
rages the man behind him. The most 
frequent cause’of animosity, however, 
and of an animosity. which is the deeper 
because it usually has to be repressed, 
lies in another direction. It is given 
by the commuter who wants to beguile 
the journey with talk when he plants 
himself beside the commuter whose pref- 
erence or need is to read as much of 
one or several newspapers as he can be- 
fore the terminal station is reached. 

For some people such reading is a part 
of their daily work, and it sets them 
back for the whole day if they do not 
get through a lot of it on the train. 
Others, much more numerous, must 
either read their papers in the car or 
else go uninformed of the world’s hap- 
penings, since the rest of the day brings 
them no leisure from other tasks, and 
that is felt by the intelligent to be a 
real deprivation and detriment. 

Of course, some commuters can tell 
some disturbers of their peace to be 
quiet, but none likes to do it with any, 
and for most it is nearly impossible. If 
commutation had its formulated ethics, 
as the other professions do, one article 
or section of the code would teach that 
he who holds @ newspaper in his hand 
presumably wants to read it, and that 
unless he makes advances to a later 
arrival, the latter in courteous consider- 
ation should: limit his converse to a 
pleasant greeting and not more than two 
remarks about the weather. 

As there is no such rule, the wise com- 
muter who simply must read his paper 
passes by the empty seat for which his 
heart yearns and takes his place beside 
a stranger. There, in most cases, he 
is safe.

A COMPLETE PARK PLAN. 


Messrs. Olmsted and Vaux Foresaw 
the Need In 1866. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

You call attention in a recent issue to 
Commissioner Ward’s statement of the 
necessity of ‘‘a comprehensive plan of 
park improvement,’’ and you say ‘‘ New 
York has never had such a plan.’’ As 
far back as Jan. 24,.1886, Messrs. Olm- 
sted and Vaux, in their description of 
the design proposed for Prospect Park, 
spoke of the desirability of just such a 
comprehensive plan. We find them re- 
ferring to the advantage of securing, 
while ground was inexpensive, parkways 
connecting the Brooklyn park with the 
ocean beach, and also connecting Pros- 
pect Park with Central Park by a bridge 
near Ravenswood and on to the Hudson 
River. This was, at that time, entirely 
practicable. 

“Such an arrangement,’’ they say, 
** would enable a carriage to be driven 
in the half of a Summer’s day through 
the most interesting parts of both the 
Cities of Brooklyn and New York, 
through their most attractive suburbs, 
and through their great parks; having a 
long stretch of the noble Hudson, with 
the Palisades in the middle distance, and 
the Shawangunk range of mountains in 
the background in view at one end, and 
the broad Atlantic, with its foaming 
breakers rolling on the beach, at the 
other. The whole might be taken in a 
circuit without twice crossing the same 
ground, and would form a grand munic- 
ipal promenade, hardly surpassed in the 
world either for extent or continuity of 
interest.’’ 

This is merely an indication of what 
may be learned by an examination of 
the literature of the subject, and though 
the suggestion, so intelligent, of Olm- 
sted and Vaux, is unfortunately not now 
possible of accomplishment, our loss 
may possibly call attention to the wis- 
dom of Commissioner Ward’s words.

Varick Street is undergoing a similar trans- 
formation. Its widening and the new sub- 
way will transform it into one of the prin- 
cipal thoroughfares of the city, bringing, as 
far as one can see, a vast week-day popula- 
tion to the very door of the chapel, as is now 
the case upon lower Broadway, and Wall 
Street and at Fulton Street.

Law and Order in Far Rockaway. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Where in this great City of New York is 
its‘ public administration as related to the 
welfare of its border communities? 

Take Far Rockaway, for instance. The 
settlement is evidently equipped to the full 
with fire, police, and street cleaning serv- 
ices. That is, we see policemen and firemen 
a-plenty, and seemingly enough street cleaners 
to do the work expected of them, but some- 
how things are not done as they should be 
and as paid for. 

Last Tuesday, June 2, I moved down to 
Far Rockaway for the Summer, as has been 
my custom for vears. The following morning 
I noticed on my way to the station, in the 
main thoroughfare, Central Avenue, just in 
front of the Ocean House and just across 
the way from the old site of St. Joseph’s 
Hospital, the carcass of a large white bull 
terrier that had ‘been placed there over 
hight. This morning, June 6, that carcass is 
still there, despite the fact that hundreds of 
persons have passed in the meantime, in- 
clusive of policemen on patrol and. employes 
of the Street Cleaning Department.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The accuracy of my’ statement in your col- 
umns regarding the nationality of the man 
who murdered Dr. Stryker im Korea having 
been called.in question by your correspondent, 
I have made further inquiries and have dis- 
covered the following facts. They are taken 
from official records in Japan: 

The man was 48 years of,age and hailed 
from Fukuoka Prefecture, in Japan. He had 
been repeatedly convicted of grave offenses 
in Japan. In November, 1899, he was sen- 
tenced to ten years of penal servitude by the 
Fukuoka local court for manslaughter. He 
was released in 1909. He subsequently 
crossed to Korea and engaged in shoemak- 
ing in Suan, where the American mines are 
situated. 

The English and American papers in Japan 
make no mention of his ible Korean 
origin. The Seoul Press, a ra logist of 
Japanese tactics in Korea, woul ve been 
too glad to make out that this man was 
Korean; but it makes no such statement. It

Public School Pupils Wind Up 
100 Maypoles in Carnival 
in Sheep Meadow. ~ 


DEAF AND BLIND DO WELL 


Many Folk. Dances on the Pro- 
gramme -—— Dr. Georg ‘Brandes 
Among the 15,000 Spectators. 


The sheep meadow of Central Park, 
near the West Sixty-sixth Street en- 
trance, blossomed yesterday afternoon 
with a hundred Maypoles, around 
which seven or eight thousand girls be- 
longing to the Public Schools’ Athletic 
League danced and had-a great frolic. 
It. was the seventh annual park féte, 
and the participants were pupils of 
sixty-eight schools in- Manhattan, six- 
teen in the Bronx and eight in Queens. 
Miss Elizabeth ‘Burchenal, Executive 
Secretary of the girls’ branch of>the 
Public Schools, Athletic League, was in 
command. 

The sheep meadow was roped off for 
the occasion, and behind the barriers 
nearly 15,000 spectators were banked: 
Capt. Shevlin and fifty policemen were 
in charge of the party, with assistance 
from 300 Boy Seouts under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. Lorillard) Spencer and 
Charles L. Pollard. The ceremonies 
began shortly after 3 o’clock, with the 
dtiving off the field of a flock of goats 
belonging to. the city, which had’ been 
pasturing in the meadow, to the great 
alarm of some of the little girls, and 
their deoarture was approved by every- 
body. . : 

In the centre of the field Miss Bur- 
chenal had her headquarters. in a stand 

upied by the Squadron A band un- 
Ger Bt. J. Thyan. Up. to this year the 
Huvyler Band of Public School 21, Man- 
hattan; had played at all the park 
fétes, but this year’s nine or ag was too 
large for them to be heard in all parts 
of the field, so a professional band did 
the work and the Huyler boys were 
present in uniform as guests of the 
management. By this_time the May- 
poles furnished by the Board of Educa- 
tion had been set up, each decorated 
with the colors of its school, and around 
each ‘pole crowded girls dressed in white 
with belts or sashes of the school colors. 


Massed Inside the Ropes. 


As the time for the first exercises 
drew near they all fell back slowly and 
massed just inside the ropes, to come 
charging back at the -. double quick 
when the band and Miss Burchenal’s 
waving flag’ gave the signal, and to 
cluster around the various Maypoles to 
go through the athletic and dancing 
events of the afternoon’s programme. 
The heavy clouds banking up in the 
West threatened a downpour nearly all 
afternoon, but only a few scattered 
drops fell, and the worst inconvenience 
caused was the spreading over the whole 
field, toward the end of the afternoon, 
of a mist which made it difficult to see 
what was going on everywhere at the 
ame time. ‘ 

Ss orhe list’ of events opened with the 
Carrousel, a Swedish singing game, fol- 
lowed by the ‘‘ Three,” a Danish folk 
dance, and another Swedish song game 
called ‘‘ The Seven Jolly Girls.’? Punch 
ball and ball throwing brought in more 
vigorous activity, and were followed by 
rope-jumping/ with dancing. steps, to 
which succeeded a series of Swedish 
games—‘“‘ Gustaf’s Skoal,’’ Ostgota- 
polska,”’ ‘‘ Our Little Girls,’’ and ‘* Niga- 
repolska.’’ A shuttle. relay and the 
Danish -folk .danece of ‘The Seven 
Jumps’’ ended this part of the pro- 
gramme, and left the way clear for the 
winding up of the Maypoles. The pro- 
gramme of the day contained the warn- 
ing. ‘‘ We use folk dancing to bring 
about a happy feeling among the danc- 
ers and not to provide a pleasant sight 
for onlookers,’’ but the onlookers ap- 
peared sufficiently satisfied with what 
they saw. 

Fifty deaf children from Public School 
47, Manhattan, danced in excellent time, 
following the rhythm by lip-reading as 
the teachers called out the measure. 
Later, when visited by a party of the 
guests of honor, they lined up before 
Miss Adela J. Smith, their teacher, and 
recited the first and last stanzas of 
‘“* America.’’ Nine little blind girls from 
Public School 17, Manhattan, . danced 
with a party of girls who could see, 
and so well did they keep together that 
spectators were unable to distinguish 
the sightless dancers from the others. 


Cheers for Miss Burchenal. 


After the winding of the Maypoles the 
girls fell back again to the ropes, while 
a‘party of visitors gathered around Miss 
Burehenal in the stand. At the. signal 
the girls came charging in for the last 
time, crowded around the bandstand, 
and sang ‘‘ The Star-Spangled Banner’,’’ 
after which they finisned the day with 
a salvo of vigorous cheers for Miss 
Burchehal 

About fifteen little girls- who had 
strayed away from their commands 
were picked up by police, Boy Scouts 
and menihers of Miss Burchenal’s staff 


and taken to the Sheepfold Sub-station, 
just inside the park entrance, where 
Lieut. Easton and Motorcycle Patrol- 
man King cared for them until teachers 
who were responsible for them 
come. in’ and recovered. them. 

Dr. Georg Brandes, the famous Danish 
critic, who saw the exercises, ex- 
pressed himself as charmed with the 
dancing of the girls and amazed by. 
the sight of a crowd of children 
larger than any he had ever seen in 
Denmark. Those in his. party were G. 
Bech, the Danish Consul; Bmil Orffer, 
editor of -Nordlyset, and Mrs. Orffer; 
J. We. yon Rehling-Quistgaard, the 
minature painter; Miss Karin, Sehested, 
and Mrs. Léchen Drewsen, Chairman of 
the Norwegian Woman Suffrage So- 
ciety.

Motion-picture men from all parts of 
the United States are here in convention 
this week,’ and yesterday afternoon and 





‘last night the exposition was crowded 


with representatives of the many film 
firms and several hundred movie actors 
and actresses: 

Following the opening signal, flashed 
by President Wilson from the White 
House, Alma Gluck, the opera singer, 
sang “America,’’ in which 1 
visitors to the éxposition joined. I:nme- 
diately after singing ‘Miss Gluck hurried’ 
to the Kronprinz Wilhelm and sailed fer 
Europe. : 

After the singing Daniel Frohman was 
the first of several speakers;.and he an- 
nounced the purposes for which the ex- 
Position in the» amusement field had 
been promoted,. He prefaced his \ad- 
dress by referring to the fact that in 
securing President Wilson's aid the ex- 
Position had “corralled the. zreatest 
player in the greatest-of Ainerican dra- 
mas.” 


Answering clergymen who in their ad- 
dresses in the city have referred to some 
of the objectionable features which have 
been under discussion’ concerning mo- 
tion pictures, Mr. Frohman assured 
them that not only has the progress 
developed the motion picture industry 
to a degree of. great financial represen- 
tation, but with the actual co-operation 
of such men as David Belasco, Augus- 
tus Thomas and other playwrights of 
the day there need be no apprehension 
or fear as to the cleanliness of the 
entertainment sponsored by those who 
are interested in the moving picture in- 
dustry, nor doubt as to the educational 
and entertaining qualities of the class 
of plays which are being shown and 
prepared: to be shown on the. screens 
of the twenty thousand moving picture 
theatres now in existence. ‘ 

The music for the opening ceremonies 
of the exposition was furnished by the 
New York Catholic Protectory Band. 

The official welcome to the. city was 
extended by Marcus M. Marks, Presi- 
dent of the Borough of Manhattan. 

One of the most interesting features 
of the exposition was shown in the studio 
capetaay erected for the purpose of 
rehearsing a play for a moving picture 
camera, the same being developed on a 
film and shown in the three theatres on 
the mezzanine floor’ during the after- 
noon. and evening. The theatres really 4 
attracted the largest crowds, who- were 
interested in learning of the mysterious 
manner in which movie players are re- 
produced on the films. The studio is 
practically a reproduction of the Bio- 
graph studio. ‘ 

In 1904 the first Biograph studio~ con- 
tained a small stage where only one 
scene at a time could be photographed, 
and when daylight was not available 
they could use oniy a 50,000-candle- 
power light in their theatre. The studio 
in the exposition is a model of what is 
today the largest studio in the world, in 
which 850,000 actual candle power is 
employed daily for the manufacture of 
films, and where four stages are in op- 
eration under this ligt at the same time, 
and are in use constantly day and night. 

In the 8vening many of the players 
who are uder contract with the various 
film companies entered the dancing and 
tango contests for prizes which are to 
be_ awarded on Saturday night: 

Booths on the main floor represent 
every important moving picture com- 
pany in the United States and are en- 
hanced by the attendance of each com- 
pany’s star players.

charity, for self-sacrifice and altruism, 
and for service to humanity. Our felici- 
tations to them then extended were the 
heartier since their. faculties, so untir- 
ingly and ynselfishly exercised, appeared 
unimpaired and further years of happi- 
ness and usefulness were then reasonably 
anticipated. 

But this hope, so fondly entertained, 
has been blighted, and today we are 
summoned to learn the sad tidings of 
the death of the. man. to whom; we owed 
sO much and to e a brief record of 
our appreciation of his splendid rendition 
of Service, 

Unusually endowed. with sympathy for 
the dependent and the suffering, his se- 
lection as Chairman of the Committee on 
Outdoor Relief was coincident with nis 
election as a Direetor in i872. The ex- 
perience he obtained made him conversant 
with the insufficiency and the ineptitude 
of the methods which then prevailed 
among'the many organizations, some ac- 
tually, some perfunctorily, engaged in af- 
fording relief to the deserying poor. 

As the result of this knowledge he ini- 
tiated a movement, and became foremost 
in its development, for the aggregation 
of- those bodies- whose work in this -di- 
rection was meritorious and for the segre- 
gation and eventual obliteration of the 
others whose labors were ineffectual and, 
not infrequently, injurious. His plans re- 
sulted in the organization ‘of the United 
Hebrew Charities, of which, in 1874, he 
became President, an office which he 
held for many years, coincidently with 
his incumbency of the Vice Presidency 
of the asylum, and it was due to this 
quality of office that the funds of the 
asylum, so far as they legitimately might 
be, and fairly could be, were contributed 
to the support of that institution, which 
during his administration and ‘since has 
rendered such important service in the 
relief of the Jewish poor of New York 
and the maintenance of a hearty co- 
operation with which was the unwavering 
insistence of our lamented Vice President. 

But his labors in that especial behalf 
in no respect diminished his interest in 
and his attention to his. duties as an 
officer and a Trustee of the asylum. 

From the early days, when its wards 
were few in number, to the present mo- 
ment, when the guardianship over more 
than 1,500 dependent children is exer- 
cised, no detail in the administration of 
its sacred trust but been keenly 
watched by him. To the executive affairs 
of the institution, the health, the well- 
being, the education, secular and religious, 
of the children under its care, his 
and energies were always devoted. 

Tf in'the ges Bp his family has sus- 
tained, if in o Own bereavement, there 
can be found solace, it will be realized 
not only in the revered memory and the 
splendid record which he has left, but in 
the gratitude of 5,000 alumni: of the 
asylum, men and women who to him more 
than to any other owe a successful career 
in life, and in that of thousands of his 
fellow-men, who ‘owe to the sympathy 
which he extended them, to the aid and 
advice which he gave them, ir Te- 
demption from penury and want, a con- 
dition changed from misery and despair 
to happiness and ambition. 

Be it resolved, That this expression of 
respect and veneration for our dear nd, 
Henry Rice, by many years our senior 
Trustee, our long-time associate, our Vice 
President, our leader in the paths of use- 
fulness whom we have undertaken to 
follow, the patriotic citizen, the loyal 
friend, and devoted husband and father, be 
sent in proper form to his: family.
